The B a nk Charters.— Mr Law rence, o f Boston, in 


the house yesterday afternoon moved to suspend the 


rules, so as to pass over tho tlmrter-repealing bills, of 


the Stato and People’s Banks, nnd reach the Bill for 


regulating and restricting the rates of exchange to bo 


taken hy the Banks. 
In making this motion, which 


was sustained, Mr Lawrence distinctly declared his ob­ 
ject to ho to save the charters of the two banks, hy 
obtaining the passage o f the exchange bill, which, with 
an am endm ent he had to offer, would correct in future 
the illegal practices condemned by the Legislature. 
A m endments upon amendments were offered, and re­ 
jected, and the hill was finally indefinitely postponed, 
upon the ground, that it would he utterly impracticable 
to regulate the rat"s o f exchange. 
Although the hour was unusuuMy lute, when the pre­ 
c e d in g question was taken, several-successive motions 
to adjourn were decisively negatived, and the hill for 
repealing the charter o f the State Bank, on the first o i 
April, 1837, came up in its regular order, and was ad­ 
vocated by Messrs. Park, of Boston; Adams, o f N e w ­ 
bury; Fox, of Lowell, and French, o f Berkeley. 
T h e hill was opposed hy Messrs.' Leavitt, W allev, 
and Adam s, «if Boston, and Simmons o f Roxbury.

REPO RT. 
The Com m ittee appointed at the last m eeting of the Proprie­ 
tor* of Charles River Bridge, to take into consideration the 
present state of the affairs of the Corporation, and to report 
therern, ask leave to report as follow* : 
The charter o f Charles river bridge w as granted in the year 
1785, for the period o f forty years. 
It w as to he erected in the 
place where the ancient ferry w as betw een Charlestown and 
Boston. 
This ferry had been granted, by the colonial govern­ 
m ent, to Harvard College, as early as 1640, nnd repeatedly 
confirmed hy subsequent acts. 
The college had been in the 
uninterrupted enjoym ent of the revenue of this ferry, up to 
the tim e w hen the charter o ihe bridge w as granted. 
As a 
com pensation for the loss of this revenue, it w as provided that 
Hie proprietors should pay annually to tho college the sum o f 
tw o hundred pounds. 
The charter was accepted, the college 
accepted the annuity as a com pensation for their ferry, and 
the bridge »vas built. 
At that tim e, it wa* considered a hold 
and hazardous experim ent.—N o such bridge bad ever been 
erected over tide water* in this country. 
So patriotic and 
praise-worthy w as the enterprise considered, that its success, 
ful termination w as deemed worthy o f public celebration and 
rejoicing. 
By thi* « barter, the proprietors are bound to keep the bridge 
lighted and in repair, to keep men in their em ploy, to raise tbe 
draw for the passage < f vessels, an ! to deliver up tbe bridge to 
the Com m onwealth, at the expiration o f tbe charter, in good 
repair. 
This charter contains the following grant, in express 
w ords: “ That for the purpose of reimbursing the proprietors 
the money expended, and to be expended, in building and 
supporting said bridge, a toll be and hereby is granted and 
established, for the sole benefit o f the said proprietors.” 
N o 
reservation «.f a pow er in the Legislature to repeal, annul, 
control or impair the rights or intorests vested In the cor­ 
poration |,v this grant is made, and the supreme coart of this 
State has decided, “ that the rights legally vested in any cor­ 
poration, cannot be com roled or destroyed by any subsequent 
statute, unless a power for that purpose he reserved by the 
Legislature in the act of incorporation ” 
This, indeed, is w ell 
known to he the uniform language, and the uniform decision 
o f nil judicial tribunal*. 
In the year 1792, the W est Boston bridge was incorporate«!, 
and in that act of incorporation is the following grant to tho 
proprietor* o f Charles river bridge. 
“ And whereas, the erec- 
non o f Charles river bridge »vas a Work o f hazard and public 
Utility, nnd another hiridge, in the place proposed for W est 
Boston bridge, may diminish the em olum ents o f Charles river 
bridge: therefore, for the encouragement of entcrjirtse, B e it 
further enacted, hy the authority aforesaid, that the proprie­ 
tors of Charles river brhlge shall continue to be a corjioration 
and body politic, for ami during the term Of seventy »ears, to 
be computed from Hie day that Ihe said Charles river bridge 
was com pleted and opened for passengers, subject to all the 
conditions and regulation* prescribed in an act for incorpora­ 
ting certain persons, for the purpose of building a bridge over 
Charles river, betw een Boston and C harlestown, and support­ 
ing the same during Hie term of forty years. 
And during the 
aforesaid term ofsev« nty years, the snid proprietors of Charles 
river bridge shall and may continue to collect and receive all 
the tolls granted by the aforesaid act, for their use and benefit. 
Provided, how ever, they also continue to pay annually to 
11a van I college, Ihe sum of tw o hundred pounds, and to ob­ 
serve Hie nfore-aid regulations nnd conditions; and at the ex­ 
piration of said term o f seventy years, said Charles river 
bridge shall revert to and becom e the property^of the Com - 
m on w ealth, nnd shall be surrendered in good repair. 
And be 
it further enacted, that, in consideration o f the privileges In 
this act granted to the proprietors of Charles river bridge, the 
said proprietors shall relinquish the additional toll on tho 
Lord’s day, from and after the passing of this act.” 
The 
r e a so n and m otives o f this grant are here explicitly stated 
by the Legislature itself, and their opinion o f its great utility 
clearly expressed. 
In com pliance w ith the terms of this grant, the additional 
toll, which the j.roprietors, hy their original charter, were au­ 
thorized to demand on the Lord’s day, »vas forthwith relin­ 
quished; and irom that tim e until the year JP23, a period of 
more than thirty year*, the proprietors o f Charles river bridge 
w ent on performing faithfully and punctually all the duties 
im posed On them, and receiving the toll granted them by their 
charter, without complaint or uneasiness Irom any quarter. 
In the year 1823. a petition »va* presented to the Legislature, 
tor leave to build a toll bridge by the s ide o f Charles river 
bridge, nearly in the direction of the present W arren bridge, 
Ibis petition »vas unsuccessful, as »vere sim ilar applications 
in tiie three following vears, alter full ami patient hearings of 
all parties, before very intelligent joint coimfiUtee*. 
In the year 1826, the sam e petitioners subm itted among other 
schem es, a proposition to build a bridge free ot toll. 
Tbe joint com m ittee on bridges, as they say in »heir report, 
after “ a m ost assiduous und laborious Investigation,'* re* 
ffprted against the petition and recom m ended the appoint 
incut o f connnissfoiiets to ascertain on what term s the s« v- 
ernl bridge* over Ch irles river, emth! be purchased by the 
C oudH onwealih. 
Their report w as not accepted, but n bill 
was (nought in and pas ed b< th houses authorizing the erec­ 
tion of « free bridge. 
T ills hi l w as returned hy G overnor 
Lincn'n accom panied by a m essage, settin g forth his con sti­ 
tutional objections, and slating In* determ ination not to sign 
it, on the ground that it »v is an i ifringem ent of the contract 
betw een Hie C nm m ouwealth and the proprietors o f Charles 
river brhlge. 
In consequence of this veto o f the G overnor, 
the hi'l did i ot pass. 
In the yeas 18*27, the petition w,a* renewed and resulted In 
Ihe pas-aze «>f Hie act incorporating the W urien bridge. 
Hy 
the charter ot this bridge, the proprietors w ere to receive tho 
tolls until they w ere reimbursed the cost o f erecting Hie bridge 
and five per cen t, inierest thereon, after w hich the bridge 
wu* lo becom e Hie properly of tbe Com m on»»ealth. 
I nder this charter the W arren bridge w as built and opened 
to the public iu ihe autumn ol .823. 
T he principle nigum ent 
put forward by the petitioners for a new bridge, »»as, that tbe 
public convenience required another avenue, Ihe Charles

iv 
I r'vei' kn*i..e being inadequate to accom m odate the Increased 
, v" .,7 .!" .h T»j 
» ‘"'‘'» r «'f passenger*. 
T o this the propiietor* o f Charles 
»iver bridge replied, a* w ill appear by the records and files «»f 
the legislature, that they w ere le.oly to w iden their bridge, 
to iiii'kc ¿t circul irdraxv, to buli l a spur bridge, or to erect a 
second bridge, should the legislature deet«]c that Hie im blic 
accom m odation r< qnired it. 
They hud never cl.iimed any 
thing more by their charter than to tnm aport all persons 
passing betw een Boston and C harlestow n; and h s com m en­ 
surate »vtlb this tight they adum led the obligation on their 
pai l, to perform Hi h ’ duty iu :i « om plete and sstisfact« ry m an­ 
ner.
